science of soil mechanics, intro- 
duced in this country from Austria 
10 years ago, is exemplified by ex- 
tensive tests under way at the 
United States Waterways Experi-

Bat the hydraulics division, con- 
cerned with flood control and navi- 
gation problems of the river and 
similar matters affecting other wa- 
terways and séaports,. now is 
equaled in importance by the soils 
division.

tions. 


Lieut. Paul W. Thompson of the 
Corps of Engineers, director of the 
expriment station, said today that 
the soil laboratory instituted here 
five years ago has developed into 
one of the largest and best 
equipped in the world, It serves 
the entire United States. 

Earth as a Structural Material. 

The science of soil mechanics, he 
pointed out, deals with tne treat- 
ment of earth as a structural ma- 
terial just as a bridge designer 
treats steel. Tests have been de- 
vised whereby the strength of the 
soil may be gauged. 

Determination is made of the 
shearing strength of earth. This 
makes it possible to ascertain how 
much pressure would cause a slide. 
The consolidation characteristics of 
soil are also examined. They indi- 
cate how much settling would oc- 
cur with a given load, and the uni- 
formity of the settling. 

Through the tests, Lieut. Thomp- 
son explained, it is possible to find 
out what sort of foundation a build- 
ing should have to prevent its set- 
tling unevenly. They are useful 
in determining the best type of 
levee side slopes to prevent failure 
by sloughing, and serve as a guide 
to builders of earth dams and 
levees, 8

Farm Security had approved

To Sky Lines Homestead in 
Alabama the administration had 
allocated $490,000 and to Bankhead 
Farms in Alabama $310,000.

Staggering under the revelation 
that F. Donald Coster had stolen 
$18,000,000 from his own firm, Ju- 
lian Thompson, treasurer of the 
company and the man, ironically 
enough, to help Coster with his first 
gigantic deal, said over and over 
on the witness stand while he gave 
his own testimony, “I can't believe 
it myself. I'm testifying to it but 
I can’t believe it myself.”

Old Papa Musica—the Italian 
barber—and a good barber he was, 
too. Popular in Little Italy. His 
long gray beard, his fine gray head, 
gave him an air of dignity. But he 
was a timid man, even in the early 
days, and apparently an honest 
man, until nis dynamic son grew 
up. The great adventure of his 
life had. been to come to America 
with his fat Italian wife, Assump- 
tia, and his small, quick-moving ¢- 
year-old son, Philip. 

What a boy that Philip was. His 
old papa was amazed; he was swol- 
len with pride in his Philip.

To- 
day 19,500 common stockholders in 
McKesson-Robbins—small investors 
who perhaps put ir their life sav- 
ings—and whose holdings accord- 
ing to present reports are probably 
completely wiped out—know of that 
burning lust and greed in the soul 
of this strange man. 

The little importing business of 
papa Antonio Musica was doing 


well. Small, honest profits: But 
Philip Musica, their brilliant son, 
their eldest son, mama’s favorite 
child, papa’s pride, saw ways of 
making more and more money. The 
slow, sure way of building up a big 
importing business was not for the 
hot and impatient young Philip.. 

How silly to pay the heavy duties, 
How stupid to sign the invoices
